Iron Men” by Frederick William 
Wallace—we find the following 
description of the fare of that 
time: 
“ The usual fare was mouldy 
beef, salt-struck until it was as 
tough as leather, fat salt pork not

ways, hard bread or sea biscuit 
made of flour which had the fiinti-

It was in those times, and after, 
that the British ships were called

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CRITICISM WITHOUT THOUGHT 
Parents should visit schools, and if the most 
good is to be derived from these visits, the 
schools should have the benefit of any sugges­ 
tions or criticism they may have to offer. 
The public schools are a cooperative enter­ 
prise, and to obtain the best results, we should 
all be thinking and working on plans for their 
improvement. 
It might seem presumptious for one who has 
not been in a school room since he graduated, to 
offer a criticism of a school teacher or executive, 
or methods which are being used, but since 
school authorities alway s invite an expression 
of sentiment regarding the conduct of the 
schools, patrons may feel free to say what they 
wish if they are well informed regarding the 
m atter in question. 
In offering criticism, school patrons should not 
do so in the spirit of finding fault, because such 
methods will not build up, but will tear down the 
morale. Criticism given only with -the best in­ 
terests of the schools in mind will be of some 
value. And it should be offered only after care­ 
ful thought and not on the spur of the moment, 
for the majority of such criticism is unfounded 
and unfair. 


AUSTRIA’S PLIGHT 
The bitter internal struggle being waged in 
Austria is a direct result of the great world war. 
Conditions there have grown steadily worse dur­ 
ing the past few y ears until now there is little 
unity of spirit or coordination of loy alty left. 
Conflicting political groups within the country 
with selfish motives at heart and the German 
Nazi influence from without have almost suc­

Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars in property have been laid 
waste. Artillery w as directed against strongholds 
of the rioters. Martial law has been declared in 
all disturbed areas. Every resource of the gov­ 
ernm ent has been brought to bear by the fiery 
Chancellor Dolfuss in an effort to quell the re­ 
bellion and establish law and order. 
Chancellor Dolfuss is waging a gallant fight 
to keep his country from falling into the hands 
of the Nazi element. One political group favors 
union with Germany . Another group favors a j 
fascist government with revolutionizing princi- j 
pies. A third group, the conservatists, can be * 
swray ed either way at present, pending the out­ 
come of the present upheaval. 
Dire results may be in the offing if the balance 
of power is thrown to the move to unite with 
Germany . Such a move has been bitterly op­ 
posed by the former allies, especially France and 
Italy . If Hitler should -succeed in his efforts to 
wan over Austria into alliance with Germany , it 
will be in open defiance to these two countries. 
What would then happen is hard to predict and 
dismal to consider.
